Hofpital at Greenwich, is very confiderable, and their claim on the 
gr3titude of their fellow fubje&s is well founded. They have prote£U 
ed fhem from the infults of hoflile fleets ; they have braved the great- 
dt dangers for their peace and fecurity, — Some have fpent forty or 
moreycars in the public fervice ; — fome there are withoutaleg, an eye, 
an arm, and none without a fcar and a time-furrowed countenance* 
Their inability to contribute to the prefent neceflary repairs and futuro 
fupport of their chapel compels them to apply for afliftance : and 
furely there is no heart fo flceled as to deen» tne application , undcfcrv- 
ing their moli ferious attention. 

Belides the penfioners, there <is a numerous poor coogregation to at- 
tcnd at Woolwich, Deptford, *nd Lewifham, whofe povcrty will not 
allow them to afford a fcanty maintenance for their pallor.

Government, of Religion, &c. and an account of the Princes 
and celebrated Characters, in Church and State, bofli during 
the complex period o f the Heptarchy, «and in subsequent 
times. The Geography of England, as it existed at diderent 
periods, lias been learnt, along with the corresponding His- 
tory, and may be examined. 


The above Prospectas has been reprinted, to enable Parenta 
in general to form some idea of the Plan of Education pursned 
at Ampleforth. The languages are learnt partly in successum 
and partly at the same time. Everv year* at stated periods, 
one or more nevy languages are commenced. The students 
haviug been thoroughly grounded in the gramma r of the Eng- 
lish language, the Greek is taken next, then the L<uin. The 
French, Italian, German, andother liviug languages, succeed 
in their turn, according to the ahilitiesor Risure ol ihe student. 
The ecclesiastical students are also taugbt ilebrew. In the 
mean time, an extensive course of other studies is camecf re- 
gularly on, .embracing ancient and modern Ilistory, general 
and particnlar Geography, Arithmetic, ali the branches of 
Mathematics and Natural Philosophy, the different depart> 
mentsofNatural History, Metaj hysies; Ethics, &c. Some 
of the more extensive branches, as liistory and Geography, 
are carried on during the whole period of the education; 
others, of a more confined nature, occupy a limited space 
oftime, and succeed each other in a regularand systematic 
order. In four or six years, according to the ahilities or age 
of the student, the course of studies is intended to be coro- 
pleted. 

To those who are unacquainted with the means by which 
so extensive a plan of instruction is completed in a time com- 
paratively short, it may naturally occur, that what is se 
speedily acquired can ofcly bc superficially learnt. It is part- 
ly with a view of correcting this mistake, that a public an- 
nual examination of studies has been appointeu to take 
place ; and it is the partkular desire of those who preside 
over the Institution, that nothing on these occasions should 
be passed over slightly, but every thing thoroughly and 
strictly examined. To the same source of information they 
refer those who may imagine, or ha ve been mformed by 
persons unacquainted with the plan, that it is a system of 
rote, calculated to overburden the memory, and weakeri the 
judgment. Let those who may be impressedwith these 
ideas, take the trouble to decide for themsclves, and not be 
guided by the hasty decisions or bold assertions of others.

lead to false conclu6ions, particularly when the principies o a 
which jfidgment is to.be formed, are not well known. — Ex- 
perience is a certain and unerring gnide. 

It will be perceived from the Prosectus, that ali the sub- 
jects cdhtained in it, except the Iiistory of England, have 
been leanit by the first class. They ,are tlie portion of studies. 
allotted for tbe two first years. If the progress made by 
this class in four different languages, and in all tbe above 
branches of learnine, be compared with the time that has 
been emploved, and if it be moreover considered, that the 
novelty of tbe plan has presented many obstacles which will 
not again 6ccur, it is hoped that it will r\ot be difficult to ap-

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5KBTCH OF THE LIFE Ofr 
The Rev. ROBERT PJRSONS, S. J. 


I F in this great and generbua nation, the mcmory of 
thofe, who by tbeji picty or oumificence, are diftin- 
guiihed as the Founders of the venerable edifices of 
Religion and Science, ihat frdorn the ancient cities of Ox- 
ford and Cambridge, are honoured and perpetuated, no 
Jefs by thofe immprta} ftiii&ures, than bv the chiffel, pencil, 
and pcn of the fcolptor, painter, and. biographer ; it i» 
hoped, that the fohowing tribute to the memory of an illuf- 
irious Founder wilibe deemed an addition of courft tothe 
tiames and pcrtraits of Allen and Howard, whjch haye, 
■in preceding Dikdories, been humbly prefented tp the no- 
ticeof an indidgent Public. 

Robert PARtdNs, or Perfwtt, w as born at Ne/ter- Siowej, 
near Biidgewa'er, Sproerfetihire, anno 1546; his facher, a 
yeoman ofgood repute, had beencarried away wjfh the boif- 
terous ftreamof the rimes, bvt was again reftored tp the Ca- 
tholic Church by Alexander Br 'wni t a pious ecclejiafi ic, who, 
for thtexercife ofhb facerdotal charader, was flwtly afrer* 
together with Father Cajnpion and others, execoted at Ty- 
burn in the 26th yeac of his age; no fefs laraent<d by the 
fpedators for his youth apd perfooal beauty, than foc bis 
conftancy and firmnefs in that trying hour. 

MrmPaifonts rodther, who was alfo a great fufferer for her 
faith, lived to fee many years, and dicd in London anno 
1599. Robert, from his cbildhood, wasfcducsued under 
the diredion and at the expence of John Haywuard, Vicar 
of Nethcr-Stowey, who had fofinerly been a. reguler canon. 
This learned curate obferving in his pupil extraordinary 
parts, was himfelf at the pains of grounding him in the 
claflics ; and when fit for academical learning, fent him to 
BalioUGpllege ahout the end of the year 1563.. He foon 
became a diftinguilhed difputant, and in 1568 was made 
B, A. and in thfc fame year Ptobationcr-FeUow of the 
College. 
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Shetth of the Life of the Re<t)t Roheft Parfons, 3, f. 

At Michaelmas, IJ72, he was admittedM. A, Fcllow^ol^ 
the College, and became an able tutor. Soon after, hatr* 
ing entertained fcruples conCerriing the eftabiiihed religion* 
he took the refolution of quiiting n, havittg made his great 
friend and patron tiayward accjuainied with his intenrion» 
who being nimfelf an occafionalift, appfoved ofhis defign*, 
Mr. Parfcns, upon this, furrendefed his fellowfhip 13 Feb** 
1574, and the fame year went to Antnxierf, but (hortly aftef 
ptocecded to Louvain . Here he met Father Wtlliam Good '/ 
who had formerly been reftor of Middle-Chinnock, pre-* 
bendary of Wells, and chief rtiafter of the free-fchool in that 
city, which appointments he voluntariiy refigned in the 
firft y ea r of the reign of Quecn Elizabtth , and was after- 
wards at Toumoy amongft the firft Englithmen who joincd 
the Sociefj o/Jefus . Mr.*Parfons confulted Fathelr Good as 
to the choice of a date of life, whorecommended to him 
the fame he had chofen for himfeif ; having however a 
predile&ion for phyfic , he did not immediately conforni to 
his friend^s advice, but proceeded to Padaa % where, befides 
ph)fic, he ftrove to acquire forne knowledge of the more 
ufeful parts of Wt;/7//2w. Hisftudies, however, were foott 
after inter jrupted by a journey to Rome, where the impreflions 
he received from the ad vice of Father Good at Lotivain* 
worked fo ftrongly upon his mind, that on fhe 41 h of Julyi 
1575, he entered the Sociery. 

In the year 1580 he quitted retirement for actiorr, and 
diftinguifhed himfeif on many important occafions. Ed • 
mundCampion and Robert Parfonsvttxt the firft of theordef, 
in confequence of the advice of Dr. Allen, who Ventured 
liito England • Both of thefe Fathers quitted Rome together* 
and made Rbeims in their way, to give Dr. Allen a meeting. 
From Rheims they took different roads. Father Catipion 
landed at Dover 2$th June of the fame year, and was, foon 
after his arrival, taken prifoner, condemned, and exectit- 
ed. Father Parfons , who had landed at fome other port 
about the fame time, narrowly efcaping the fearch made 
after him, fled over to France before he iiad been an entire 
year in his native country. 

But the obftacles oppofed tohis miffion in England en« 
abled him torender religion more effe&ual fervice inanother 
way : it is thus that the interetis of heaven are oftetj pro- 
moted by the vain endeavours of thofe who would oppugn 
Its caufe. In Normandy he erefted a grammat-fchool, in 
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Skttb ofthtLvfc ofihe jttv* Robcrt Parfotts, 8» J: 

Drdcr to pfcparc Englifh youths for higher ftudies ia the 
cplleges of Rheims and Rome. This eltablifhment, cora- 
pleated ih i was, however, but of fhort dutation ; for 
depending upon contributions, which were but fcantily 
fupplied, and being difturbed by the eivil warS, it wa» 
foon broken up and the ftudents difperfed, till a fchool Wat 
tome years atterwards erefted at St. Orneas for the farad 
purpefe. Father Parfons from thcnce returned to Rome, 
wherte, in 1587, he was appointed reftfcfr of the Englifh 
college. A few years fubfequent to thift period, he 
was fent into Spain, where his interefl at court enabled 
liira tc bring about feveral eftabllfhmeibta, viz. at Valla - 
dolid, Srville , Si* Omer’s % and Madtid , befides two re fi- 
de nces for chaplains at St* Lttcar*s and Liflo * # The coU 
lege of Valladolid was complcted iri 1589, and Dr, 
Stillington, an eminent profeffor, with fi ve ftudents from 
Rheims, entered it in May of the fariie year, who were 
foon after fucceeded by ihany othfers from the fame place* 
The college of St. Orneris was ere&ed in 1594. It was de- 
ligned for the inftru&ioh of youth in the claftics, and as a 
nui fer y for the colleges at Rome and Valladdid* Thefe foun- 
dations being completfed Father Parfons returned to Rome, 
andheld the redtoifhip of the Englifh college till hedied, 
15 April» 1610. 

Thechara&er bf Father Parfons has been drawq diffe- 
rently, fuitable to the optics of different parties : his fhining 
qualities attra&ed the envy of fome and the adrbiration of 
others : bis adliv$ life engaging him in coritroverfies with 
ali sortsof people, createdfor him an innum^rable hofl of 
enemies. His (lature wasof the middle fize, his complfcxiort 
fwarthy, and his features ftrong. His addrefs and conver- 
fation were extreraely fengaging, whilft the fiiperiority of 
his genius, and natural tum for bufinefs, gave him a plapd 
amongft the greateft men of the age. His thoughts werfc 
penetrating, and his judgment folid and wejl regulated i 
and which are two important qualificatiops in office, he wa» 
calm upon confultations,and patient under difappointments» 
He had read much, made roany colledlions, and Was happy 
in their applicatiora His knowledge of his native language 
was fiich, that no Englifh writer of his age excelleoninv 
and confequently his works may be ftill read with pleafure# 
Ali hilletters are wxitten in a Chriftian ftyle ; a great deat 
cfwarnath and mettlc aaay indeed be found imnany of hia

books; butit evidenti/ arifes folcly from hia xeal in the 
defence of his caute, 

With forne of his adverfaries, it was deemed jl fufficient 
J>roof of his being an cnemy to his country, that he was 
m fevotir with thc court of Spain, and made ufe of it for tbe 
benefit of the femitiaries, and fubfiftence of theEnglifh Ca- 
tholica who were in exile for their faith in that countrj. 

- It is true, that forne books, which dire detply into date 
fcffairs, hare without grouocls been afcribcd to him, rizj 
*' Doleman’* Conference about the Succeffien ** A 
Dialogue concerning the Earl of Leicefter/* and “ Leicef* 
ter’8 Commonweahh.” With refpefl to the firft, the au- 
thor of it not being certainly known, prejttdice has attribut- 
ed it alfo to other didinguifhed cotemporaries. In oppofi- 
tion to vague coniefture, let us adduce the atteftation of the 
pious and iearned Firtier, in his Preface to his Anfwer to

In clofmg' thi» imperfeft flcctth of the Life of Fathet 
Parfons# tet it not be forgotten, that though he had taken 
fingular pains in founding coi leges, and increafing their re* 
venuts; both in Spain, Flanders, and other places# yet the/ 
were net principali/ defigned for thofe of his own ordcr, 
but for the ufe of the clergy in generaU For Dr. Allen, a 
deeular, he procttred a Cardinal i hat : with him he cb-ope* 
rated tbroughout life, and after it, was buried near bim ia 
the fame church. A holy death crowmed his zeatous ;and 
charirable life »thcn* calling for the coris, with which hk 
elear friend F. Campian had been dretched on the rack# he 
biffed them with rererenct, and putting them about his nedt' 
.gave vent to fuck piotts cfFufions and holy fcntimcats as made 
ali arotmd him burft into tears.

"Letter from an English Gentleman at Home to his 
Friend iu London, dated 30th Jugu&t, 1814. 

Y OU write to me for Information from this didant 
country, and yoa fend me none from my own. Is it, 
that you think I am become indifferent concerning what is 
going on there ? or is it that the wheel of public eventi in 
Britain, which has iet in motion fo many fecondary wheefs 
in the Continental regions, has ftood ftill for tftfe laft fix 
roonths ? Neverthelefe, to.prevent your experiencing the di f- 
appointment in looking over this letter which I experienced 
in looking over yours, I propofe covering this meet with 
what, I fuppofe, will be news to you in London of one kind 
or another. 

I fay nothing of the wonderful Pagau Aktiquities of Rome, 
except that the Pope*s government laudably continues the work 
fet on foot by the ufurped Frcnch government, in clearing a- 
way the rubbiih which choaked them, efpecially th oColloffeum 
and part of Trajan*s Forum* Nor will I fpeak further of 
the more interefting Chriftian Antiquities, the Dulce lignum. 
Dulce clavum , Sc c. together with the reliques and chains of 
SS. Peter* Paul, Lawrence , and numerous other fainted per- 
fonages, than that I have met with opportnnities of viewing 
them more diftin&ly, and venerating them infere fenfibly, 
than falis to the lot of moft tra vellera. I pafs by the curious 
colfcdion of our fellow-creatures from dicarent parts of the 
World, the vi&ims of misfortnne, or devotees of the true 
religion, which here prefents itfelf; without mentioning 
more even of kings, queens and princes, than their naroes, 
fibarles IV §j S patui with his Queett and younger Son ; the 
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to his Friend in London • 

King of Sardinia ; the Queen of Etru r ia $ with ihc King her 
Son ; Prince PontaUnvjki, Soft of King Staniflaus ; Lucta* , 
Prince of Canino, fo creatcd within this week by thc grea* 
and good Pius VII • with his uncle Cardinal Fe/ch p twp cha- 
rafters which are equally mifundcrftood and mifreprefented 
in England. 

I wilf not even entertain you with the fubjeft about whith, 

I know, you are ihe moft curious, the numerous infitiationi of 
voluntary charity, devoiion and felf-denial, which illuftratt 
ibis beyond any other cbrifitan city . Let it fufiiceto fay, 
that rich and noble perfonages are in the habit of aflifting 
and ferving their fuffering fdlow-creatures, in the moft htt- 
miliating eraployments, with their per fons as well as their 
purfes; and it has failen within ray fpherc to know Pnncei 
and Prelates, who, difguifed in fackcloth and vi fors, are in 
the conftant pra&ice of vifiting, in a body, the fick, when 
they receive the facraments, and of accompanying, onfoot, 
thedeceafed to the churches and to the graves. • 

I havehad other opportunities of witnefling feveral of tho 
moftftrilyng fcftivitties and ceremoniesdf religion in this its 
Central place — the proceflion of Corpus Cbrifit , and the tefti- 
val of the Prince of the Apofiles , at St» Peter*s and the Vatican p 
^n both of which the Pope is the chief celebrant ; — the com- 
memoratum of St. Paul , in the veperable church of that 
ligbt of nationi, in which it was permitted to the moft un- 
worthy of his devotees to perform the facred myfteries over 
his facred reliques. The feftival of St . John the Bapfift at 
the mother church of the chriftian world, the Lateran Bafiltc p 
that of St . Mary nx Nives / and that of the Affumption , at the 
inimitably beautiful fabric of St . Mary Major; ali which 
ftftivities were confecrated and cheered with the benignand 
confoling afpeft of oor beloved Father Pius VII. 1 have 
witoeffed other facred ceremonies of a more extraordinary 
nature. I was prefent in the fodality chapel of the magni* 
ficmt church of the Gefu on the o&arve-day of the feftival of 
St. Ignntius, whcn Pius VII , after celebrating the facred 
myfteries over the tomb of, that faint, furrounded by his 
coljege of Cardinals and by feveral Prelates, rcverfed the 
decree which his predeceffor Ganganelli was forced by thc 
infidelsand bad politicians of the times to make,and after a 
flumber of 41 years awaken into new life the Socie/y of Jefus .* 
This evcnr, I learn, is conftdered by forne of your Londou

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Letter frm an Unglijb Gentlemetn at Rome 

Catfyolics as the downfal of theCatbolic religion; whkJt 
provek how different theiy ideas are from thofe of the V icar 
of Je/ut Ckrifi . A few days ago I was prefent at the church 
of St. Louis, when the Pope celebiated Mafs at the altar de- 
dicated under the na me of that faint, at the invitation of 
the Ambaffador Extraordinary from his Moft Chriftian Ma- 
jefty, Monf. Courtois de Prefigry, Bifhop of St, Malo, which 
mafs was followed by High Mafs, at which all the Car- 
dinal», Sovereigna, and foreign Minifters aflifted. The ob- 
je& of the embafly, which confifts of the Bifhop of Orothofea, 
Monf. LMbbe Sambucy, &c. in aid of the Bifhop of St, 
Malo, ifrtmderftood to be, to reftore the church of France to 
its aneient flate ; and doubtlefs that objeft is moft defirable, 
provided there be no impeachment of the neceffary adi of 
its regenera tion by the Sovereign Pontiff in 1801. The 
circumftances above narrated are confidertd omens of the 
approaching fuccefs of the legation . 

On the evenlng of St. Lotiis^ day the ambaffador* who 
really does honour to his mafter, gave a fplendid entertain» 
ment, accompanied with mufic and fireworks, at the Pa» 
iazzio Medici, to the Cardinal*, ambafladors, and prela tes. 

The Archbifhop ef Hierapelis and the Bifhop of CaJIabala 
were of the party, both in the mofning and tne evening. 

The grand objeft of our Holy Pope 9 s life is, to reftore and 
propagate the genuine fpirit of Jcfus Chrift in urbe et fn, < 
orbe. Hc himfelf fet the example of thofe fpiritual excr- 
cifes of prayerand meditation which hehasfmce appointed 
for tfiis end to orhers, both in his palace and at St. Maria in 
ha Lata . Thefe confifted of fermons, meditations, and 
prayers, performed by all the cardinals, bifhops, prelates, 
and other clergy of Rome, duringten days, at the Church 
of the Theatines , under the direftion of the holy Bifhop of 
Macerata, Mgr. Strovzi : afteT which, all the laity were in- 
vired toattend fimilar exercijes for the fame fpace of time 
in d .fferent chutches and public places, appointed for tbia 
purpofe. The effedl of thefe upon the people was evident to 
* myfelf, (who had the confolation of adminiftering theholy 
facrament to fome hundreds of them) as tyell as to every 
other atrentive obferver. To the aboye-mentioned grand 
objeci, asl have intimated, the reftoration of the jefuits is

But the rooft edifying fpedlacle of ali otbers, which I 
have beheld in thisChrmian capital, is the Ventrnble Fovuff 
himfelf \ who is truly -nfmnt uponearth* Rigoro»» to him« 
fclt, andabforbed in devotion, he is at the fame time the 
fertut fervorum Chrifli , being indefatigable »n hi» penonal 
attention to and labours for the whoTe Catholic Church ; 
open at ali times, to thevifitaof all perfons who Jtave bufi- 
nefswith him, and charming all who do vifit him, with a 
patient attention, a benign fweetnefa, and ad afle&iog 
♦pi^ety, which exceed my powers of language to describe. In 
faft, my voice was fuppreflcd by my fobs and tearsduring a 
confide rabie part of my firft audience witb his Holinefs, and 
1 was forcibly led to believe the miracles reported of him 
linee, as well as before his re tum to Rome : bot I have fill- 
ed my paper, and therefore mnft bid yow adicn.

The diflo/tmcn of the Socicty of J efus was the reluit of 
that infatuauon, which from alnum the beginning of time 
has animated the votaries of pride and of the fenfes againtt 
thofe facred inftitutions which profcribe their dominum' : 
the immediate inftruments of it were Sovercigns and Mini- 
fters of State, who, fedoced by the mercuicious philofo- 
phy of Voltaire*s fchool, had hidden from their fafcinated 
eyes all that could alarm their pride or theb powec in that 
fcheme of Equality, which was intended, at ence, to level 
alike cvery throne and evcry altar in Chriftendom. 

lf the correfpondence of the ihoft iiluftriousof their dupes, 
Fxederic the Great, to be found in fo many libraries, and 
fo triumphantly cited by Barruel, Robifon, and others, did 
not furnifh irrefiftible proofs of the exiftence of fo unnatu- 
ral a confpiracy, the events of the French revolution, fo 
public and fo notorious, ihould have forced conviftion ott 
ihe mind even of the moft phlegmatical fceptic. 

When great and fatal error» have bcen committed, the 
parents of difcordance and explofeon, the beft apologjr 
that can be made -for them, is tho pujrity of intentiori o* 
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the invincible ignorancc of the defaulters ; but the publie 
charaders and adion$ of the principal and efSdive ene- 
mies of the Jefuits, bereaves them of the tenefit of fuci* 
apologies: the unanimous voice of coteroporarics, and of 
biftory, proclaim them to have been mcn whofe impetus of 
adion was always, either pafficm or policy j men, who like 
their gTeat prototype Pharaoh, were proof againft cnlighu 
ened counfels and beneficent warnings : counldsand warn- 
ings that flowed on ali Ades around them, from Catholica 
and Non catholics, deprecating the direful efieds of fo rafh 
and fo irreligious an endeavour. 

Amongtt the illuftrious defenders of the Jefoits, who duly 
appreciated the motives of their encmies, was Jdenry the 
4tn of Ftancc, furnamed the Great, whofe eloquence, no 
tefs tban his power, (hieJded them from the deftrudion which 
in bis meinorablerejgn threatened them in France. Of the 
deputation from the Parliament of Paris, who folicited 
to fttike the blow, he afks, “ hew can you make thofe am* 
“ bitious who refufe dignities and prelaciea, and make a 
u vqw to God never to afpire to any prcferment ; and who 
feek nothing in this world befides ferving ali that are 
•• willing te employ them, wiihout any view of intereft or 
“ recompence ? If the name of Jefuit difpleafe you, why 
“ not find fadlt with thofe who ftyle themfelves Religioti» 
“ ofthe Trinity ; and affert, that you are as mueh apr 
order of the Holy Ghoft as my knights and my felf 
“ If the Jefuits ferved the publie with ignorant mafters and 
“ preachers, ypu would defpife them; and now that they 
“ employ inyour fervice men of wit and capacity, you are 

“ not pleaied/’ “The vow of obbdience they 

“ make to the Pofe will not fubjed them more to hi» 
‘ will, than the oath of allegiance they have taken to me 
“ will bind them not to undertake any thing againft their 
“ natural fovereign.'’— “ Muft all the Jefuits fuffer, muffc 

“ all thcapoftles be banifhtd for one Judas ? The Jefuits 

“are natives of my kingdom, and born my fubjeds ; I 
“ will not harbour any fufpicion againft thofe, whom their 
“ biith ha$ placed under my governmenu” 

That Clement the XIII. in letrerst te princes and othert, 
fliould plead the caufe of the difciples of St. Ignatius is na. 
tural; but thofe letters will evince, that in fo doing he no 
lefs defended the r.epofe and fafety of empires, than the in* 
terefts of the Chriftian religioiw 

The wife and good Staniilaus, king of Poland* cqually 
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alive to the dangeri thac threatened religion and foeiety by 
thedeftrtldioii of the Tefiiirs, in bis admirable letter to his 
(bn-in-iaw, Louis ihe XV. feems to anticip:ut that dreadful 
revolurion, which the moft wilfully blind have becn forced 
to witnefs, and which has fhoofc the nervcs ev$n of the 
ftrongeft. “ I am affeded," fays that Prince, 4< to fcc the 
44 Parliaments bent on the deftrudion of a religious foeiety* 
44 the brft defervi ng of the ftate, bythe edifying tenor of 
44 their lives, and their exrraordinary talenta. The expe« 
44 rience of two centuries ha9 evinced how necdfary their 
44 endeavours are for the fupporc of religion, the preferva- 
“ tion of morality* and the education of youth.”— Witl 
44 tiot the ftate fuffer in the tendereft part, by the lofs of fo 
** ufeful an inftitution, at a time when the moft daring at- 
“ tempts are made againft religion, authority, and the 
** morals of thepeople ?•' Has not all which the enlight- 
Cned Staniftaus 10 wifely deprecated, happened to the 
ietter ? Who of us who kncw France before the revolu- 
rion, and have again viftted it fince the peace, that cannot 
difcern ihe dreadful iaroads that have been there made on 
44 religion, authority, and the morals of the people ?'* Who 
fc&n nowtrace, in its rifing generation, thatdelicacy of po- 
litenefs, and refinement of manners, which fo eminently 
diftinguilhed their fathers but a few years ago P A moral 
tevolution, fo contagious in its natare, was thenatural refult 
of the deftru&ion of thofe pious and ingenious inftitiitions, 
which excelled in blending every ufeful and ornamental 
fcifcncc with that which taught men to love God above all 
things, and their neighbour as themfelves. Tha* fuch an 
Union was effe&ed by the inftitution of the Society of Jefus, 
tnay be gathered from the avowal of Voltaire himfelf, 
who neverthelefs was fo inconftftent asto have vowed their 
deftrudion. In his Letter to Father De la Tour, he fays : 
44 Nothing will ever rbot out of my heart the memory of 
44 Father roree, who never had a pupil who did not lovtf 
44 and 4 reverence him as a parent ; no man ever rendered 
Mi learning and virtue fo amiable. The time I paffed in 
41 your hou(e,I had perpetually before me exapipies of the 
4 * ut moft diligente, frugality, and order; men, whofe whote 
44 time was divided between the fuperintendance of our 
44 morals and inftrudion, and the fundions of their rigid 
44 ptofeflion: tothis truth every individual of the thoofands 
44 educated by them will bear witnefs, I dare venture to 
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Note reftrnd to itt the frettdhg Leiter from Rome, 

fa y, ihat tbere is notbing/; more inconfiftent, nothing 
u more unjufc, nothing more Ihameful, than to accufe of 
** corrupt morals, perfons who lead the moft rigid lives ia 
t€ Europe» and Who penetrate, the moft remote recelles of 
* f Alia and America in qtfeft of death.** 

Ifany tbiog cah be advantageotifly added to fuch tefck 
tnony, it, is the pcotedion and the regrets which this illuf- 
trious Socicty has experienced from the wifdbm and juf- 
tice of diftinguiihed perfonage6 of other communione* In 
the Emprefs Catherine» in her ietter to his Holitiefs 
Pius VI» rcquired the re-eftablifli ruent of the Jefuits in her 
dominions, afiigning the following araortgft other very co- 
gent reafons : “ My motives for grantiilg proteftion te the 
“ Jefuits, are founded on reafon and juftice : as alfo oa 
“ the profpcft of tbeir being ufeful to my empire* That 
“ body of innocent men wili live within my dominions $ 
“ and they are, of ali Catholic bodies, the beft calculated 
“ to civilme my fobjefts, to infpire them with' fenrimenta 
of humanity, and the trufe principies of the Chriftian re- 
“ ligioiw*’ 

But the teftimofty of our illuftrious cotmtrymah Dr. John- 
<bn is no leis flat teri ng to religious inftitutions in gener al» 
than to that of the Jefuits in particular. In the pcrfon of 
Imlac (Rajfilas chap. 48) he ob ferves : “ In monaiteries the 
u weak and timorous may be happily fheltered, the weary 
“ may repofe, and the penitent may meditate» Thofe xe. 

treats of prayer and contemplation have fomething fo 
” congenial to the mind of man, that, perhaps, tbere is 
•* fcarcely ooe that dote n6t purpofe to clofe his lifeiq pious 

V abftraftion, with a few nfiociates as ferinus as him&lt.'*— 
Mrs. PiozJti, in her acecdotes of hira, page 93, remarks, that 
f c his refpefi for places of religious retireroentwas carried^to 

V the gieateft degree of earthly venecation : and that the 
M Prior of the Bcnediftine Gonvent at Paris and hc part* 
M ed withteatsof teDdernefs.”— And in page 100, of the
